2 Document D1 which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses an exhaust gas control apparatus including a particulate filler provided in an 
exhaust passage; and pressure difference detecting means for detecting a difference in 
pressure on an upstream side and on a downstream side of the particulate filter, pipes 
that introduce the pressure to the pressure difference detecting means are provided, the 
pipes include an upstream pipe that introduces the pressure on the upstream side of the 
particulate filter to the pressure difference detecting means 

From this the subject-matter of independent claim 1 differs in that: 
The upstream pipe includes an expanded pipe portion near the particulate filter, wherein 
the expanded pipe portion has an inner diameter greater than that portion of the 
upstream pipe near the pressure difference detection means. 

This stops the exhaust gas flow in the expanded portion and thereby the entrance of 
exhaust gas into the portion near the pressure difference detecting means is m.n.m.zeo 
and thereby the deposition of particulate matter, soot, soluble organic fractions, and the 
like in the upstream pipe is suppressed, which minimizes clogging of the upstream pipe. 

Subject-matter of claim 1 is neither known nor obviously suggested in the available prior 
art and therefore has to be regarded as new and inventive. Therefore claim 1 fulfils the 
requirements of Article 33(2) and (3) PCT. 

2.1 Claim 7 is seen like claim 1 (see Item VIII). 

2 2 Claims 2 to 6 and 8 to 12 are dependent on claim 1 or 7 respectively and as such also 
meet the requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

2.3 The industrial applicability of subject-matter of the claims 1 to 12 is evident (Art. 33(4) 
PCT).
